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SUMMARY 


Poultry  and  egg  producers  are  currently  in  a  cost- 
price  squeeze  with  little  improvement  in  prospect 
until  this  fall  or  early  1981.  Sharply  lower  poultry 
and  egg  prices  are  the  main  reason  producers' 
returns  have  shifted  from  favorable  levels  at  this 
time  last  year. 

Large  meat  supplies,  particularly  pork  and  poultry, 
plus  the  slowdown  in  the  economy,  have  caused  poul- 
try and  egg  prices  to  drop  sharply  from  a  year  ago. 
Total  red  meat  and  poultry  production  was  6  percent 
above  a  year  earlier  in  the  first  quarter  of  1980,  and 
is  expected  to  advance  4  to  6  percent  in  the  second. 
Meat  production  increases  likely  will  slow  to  only 
around  1  percent  this  summer  and  output  could  drop 
below  last  years'  levels  this  fall.  On  the  demand  side, 
real  per  capita  disposable  income  will  show  substan- 
tial quarter-to-quarter  declines  during  the  remainder 
of  1980.  Thus,  poultry  and  egg  prices  probably  will 
not  rise  significantly  until  late  1980  or  early  1981. 

Egg  production  during  the  first  4  months  of  1980 
was  2  percent  above  1979  because  of  larger  output 


per  hen.  Layer  numbers  averaged  slightly  below  a 
year  earlier,  but  the  rate  of  lay  was  up  2.5  percent. 
The  young  laying  flock  is  expected  to  keep  the  rate 
of  lay  above  last  year.  With  current  prospects  for 
producer  returns,  layer  numbers,  which  were  2  per- 
cent below  a  year  earlier  on  May  1,  likely  will 
remain  below  1979  levels  for  most  of  the  remainder 
of  this  year.  Thus,  egg  production  may  trail  1979  lev- 
els through  the  summer.  Egg  prices  in  late-May  were 
4  cents  a  dozen  below  a  year  earlier,  and  large  sup- 
plies of  high-protein  foods  and  a  sluggish  economy 
will  cause  egg  prices  to  trail  1979  for  most  of  the 
rest  of  this  year. 

Broiler  producers  now  face  sizable  losses  and  the 
situation  is  not  expected  to  improve  much  in  coming 
months.  Large  red  meat  and  poultry  supplies  and  the 
declining  purchasing  power  of  consumers  has  forced 
market  prices  for  broilers  below  production  and 
marketing  costs.  During  the  first  4  months  of  1980, 
the  9-city  broiler  price  averaged  42  cents  per  pound, 
compared  to  47.5  cents  in  January-April  1979.  Third

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quarter  broiler  prices  are  expected  to  rise  1-4  cents 
from  last  year's  40.8  cents,  and  fourth  quarter  prices 
may  average  41-44  cents,  compared  with  41.7  cents. 

Broiler  producers  are  reacting  to  the  negative 
returns  by  reducing  their  chick  hatch  and  placing 
fewer  pullets  in  hatchery  supply  flocks.  Thus,  output 
may  be  slightly  below  a  year  earlier  in  the  third 
quarter  and  down  3  percent,  or  more,  in  the  fourth. 
These  cuts  could  be  even  larger  if  feed  prices  rise 
suddenly  or  the  economic  situation  worsens  more 
than  expected. 

After  realizing  excellent  profits  from  fourth- 
quarter  1977  through  the  end  of  1979,  turkey  pro- 
ducers have  experienced  negative  returns  in  recent 
months.  This  resulted  from  large  carryover  stocks  of 


turkey  meat,  a  38-percent  increase  in  output  from 
first-quarter  1979  to  first-quarter  1980,  large  com- 
peting meat  supplies,  and  a  weak  economy.  The  5- 
percent  fewer  eggs  in  incubators  on  May  1  indicate 
turkey  producers  are  beginning  to  react  to  the 
unfavorable  situation.  Nevertheless,  turkey  produc- 
tion will  remain  well  above  year-earlier  levels 
through  the  summer.  Prices  for  young  hen  turkeys  in 
New  York  averaged  54  cents  a  pound  in  April,  14.5 
cents  below  a  year  earlier  and  the  lowest  monthly 
price  since  September  1977.  Turkey  prices  will  rise 
seasonally  in  coming  months,  but  large  supplies  of 
turkey  and  competing  meat  supplies,  plus  a  sluggish 
economy,  will  keep  them  below  1979  levels  for  the 
rest  of  the  year.

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POULTRY  AND  EGG  SITUATION 


FACTORS  AFFECTING  THE  POULTRY 
AND  EGG  INDUSTRIES 

Economic  Recession  Has  Arrived 

The  poultry  and  egg  industries  are  currently  in  a 
much  less  favorable  situation  than  they  were  a  year 
ago.  Production  costs  probably  will  continue  to  rise 
as  inflationary  pressures  help  push  the  cost  of  many 
inputs  higher.  Also,  large  supplies  of  red  meats  will 
continue  to  offer  strong  competition  for  poultry  and 
eggs. 

The  economy  appears  to  be  in  a  recession.  Several 
sectors,  such  as  autos,  housing,  and  related  indus- 
tries, are  cutting  back  production  and  laying  off 
workers.  The  purchasing  power  of  the  dollar  contin- 
ues to  drop  as  consumer  incomes  fail  to  rise  as  fast 
as  the  general  price  level.  Further  rises  in  the  unem- 
ployment rate  and  declines  in  real  incomes  are 
expected  as  the  recession  deepens  in  the  months 
ahead.  Purchases  of  durable  goods,  however,  probably 
suffer  more  than  food  items  in  times  of  falling 
incomes. 

The  higher  levels  of  unemployment,  increased  sav- 
ings rates  by  consumers,  and  declining  real  income 
are  adversely  affecting  the  demand  for  meat  and 
eggs.  However,  some  of  the  demand  weakening 
effects  of  employee  layoffs  and  plant  closings  will  be 
counteracted  by  increased  transfer  payments  (such 
as  food  stamps  and  unemployment  compensation). 
These  payments  will  help  maintain  the  demand  for 
food  relative  to  other  items.  Also  a  return  to  more 
home  preparation  of  foods  might  support  the  demand 
for  some  poultry  and  egg  items.  For  example,  eggs 
and  whole  broilers  may  be  more  in  demand  relative 
to  frozen  dinners  and  other  highly  processed  foods. 

The  current  business  slowdown  is  not  expected  to 
stop  inflationary  pressures  in  the  costs  of  poultry 
producers'  inputs.  Interest  rates  generally  are  declin- 
ing from  recent  high  levels,  but  costs  of  petroleum- 
based  inputs  will  probably  continue  to  increase. 

Feed  Costs  To  Remain  Near 
The  Year-Earlier  Level 

During  the  rest  of  this  year  poultry  producers  will 
be  confronted  with  near  to  slightly  higher  priced 
corn  but  cheaper  soybean  meal  than  a  year  earlier. 
This  marketing  year  (begun  October  1,  1979)  the 


farm  price  of  corn  is  forecast  to  average  $2.35  to 
$2.50  per  bushel;  up  from  $2.25  last  year.  In  con- 
trast, 44-percent  protein  soybean  meal  at  Decatur 
averaged  $190.10  per  ton  last  year  (begun  October  1, 
1978)  but  may  average  around  $170  this  year.  In 
broiler  rations,  the  increase  in  corn  cost  is  offset  by 
the  decrease  in  meal  costs;  leaving  feed  costs  about 
the  same  as  last  year,  even  including  increasing 
transportation  costs. 

Corn  prices  are  higher  than  a  year-earlier  because 
of  strong  foreign  and  domestic  demand  and  tighten- 
ing of  free  stocks  through  increases  in  the  farmer- 
owned  reserve  and  Government  purchases.  As  a 
result,  farm  prices  of  corn  will  probably  strengthen 
this  summer  but  may  decline  seasonally  during  har- 
vest. With  large  world  supplies  of  soybeans,  prices 
for  soybean  meal  probably  will  not  see  much 
strenght  in  coming  months.  Growing  conditions  this 
summer,  however,  will  impact  the  level  and  pattern 
of  feed  prices  during  the  rest  of  this  year. 

Large  Red  Meat  Supplies 

Total  red  meat  production  in  the  first  quarter  of 
1980  was  6  percent  larger  than  year-earlier  levels. 
Beef  production  was  off  5  percent,  but  commercial 
pork  production  was  21  percent  larger. 

Pork  production  is  expected  to  continue  above 
1979  levels  until  the  fourth  quarter  when  year- 
earlier  levels  may  be  equaled.  At  these  levels,  1980 
pork  consumption  would  be  about  70  pounds  per  per- 
son (retail  weight  basis).  This  large  supply  of  pork 
will  offer  strong  competition  and  prevent  any  sharp 
rises  in  broiler  and  turkey  prices. 

Beef  production  during  the  last  half  of  1980  is 
expected  to  be  slightly  lower  than  in  the  last  6 
months  of  1979.  For  the  year,  per  capita  consump- 
tion may  be  off  2  to  4  pounds. 

Consumers  likely  will  have  record  large  supplies  of 
meat  available  to  them  in  1980.  First  quarter  per 
capita  consumption  was  record  large  at  nearly  53 
pounds  retail  weight  basis.  Record  large  supplies 
may  continue  until  the  fourth  quarter  of  this  year. 

Consumers  economize  on  their  food  purchases  dur- 
ing periods  of  reduced  real  income  by  increasing 
comparison  shopping  as  well  as  purchasing  less 
expensive  meats.  Comparison  shopping  for  the  best 
buy  will  force  down  the  price  of  more  expensive 
meats  while  supporting  the  price  of  less  expensive 
meats. 
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EGGS 

Egg  production  this  spring  and  summer  may  be 
below  1979  levels,  principally  because  of  reduced 
layer  numbers.  Reduced  consumer  demand  plus  plen- 
tiful supplies  of  other  high-protein  foods  are  expect- 
ed to  result  in  July-December  egg  prices  averaging 
near  1979  levels. 

Egg  Production  To  Decline 

Egg  production  in  the  first  4  months  of  1980  was  2 
percent  higher  than  in  1979.  The  increase  resulted 
from  an  increased  rate  of  lay  as  the  number  of  layers 
on  farms  averaged  slightly  below  the  previous  year. 
There  were  more  replacement  pullets,  but  heavy  cul- 
ling of  old  layers  was  offsetting.  Additional  pullets 
and  heavy  culling  of  old  layers  have  resulted  in  a 
relatively  young  flock  and  an  increased  rate  of  lay. 
Also,  production  was  boosted  by  1  extra  day  due  to 
leap  year. 

Layer  numbers  were  down  2  percent  on  May  1  and 
are  expected  to  remain  below  1979  during  the  bal- 
ance of  1980.  The  egg-type  chick  hatch  6  months 
previous  indicates  there  will  continue  to  be  more 
replacement  pullets  through  the  spring.  However,

the  hatch  of  egg-type  chicks  during  January-April 
1980  was  4  percent  less  than  in  1979  and  eggs  in 
incubators  on  May  1  were  down  13  percent.  This 
indicates  there  will  be  fewer  replacement  pullets  in 
the  second  half  of  1980. 

Weekly  slaughter  reports  of  light  type  (table-egg) 
birds  under  Federal  inspection  during  April  and  ear- 
ly May  were  ahead  of  year-ago  levels.  Slaughter  will 
likely  continue  above  year-ago  levels  through  spring 
before  dropping  below  in  the  second  half  of  1980. 

Egg  production  during  the  spring  and  summer  of 
this  year  will  probably  be  around  1  percent  below 
1979  because  of  lower  layer  numbers.  The  rate  of  lay 
is  expected  to  remain  above  last  year.  Current  pros- 
pects are  not  very  favorable  for  egg  producers,  who 
are  nonetheless  expected  to  maintain  their  laying 
flocks  slightly  below  1979  levels  in  order  to  meet  the 
usual  increase  in  demand  for  eggs  in  the  fall.  Thus, 
output  this  fall  may  match  October-December  1979.

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Egg  Prices  To  Increase  Seasonally 

First  quarter  1980  cartoned  Grade  A  large  eggs  in 
New  York  averaged  62  cents  a  dozen,  about  10  cents 
less  than  a  year  ago.  In  April,  they  averaged  60 
cents  a  dozen  and  an  average  of  around  57  cents  is 
expected  for  the  quarter,  compared  with  66  cents  in 
April-June  1979.  Egg  prices  should  then  strengthen 
seasonally  in  the  third  and  fourth  quarters.  July- 
September  prices  will  probably  be  slightly  below  a 
year  earlier,  while  October-December  prices  could 
reach  year-ago  levels.

First  Half  1981  Prospects 

Egg  prices  in  the  first  half  of  1981  are  expected  to 
strengthen  from  1980  levels  if  the  economy  improves, 
and  supplies  of  meat  drop  below  year-earlier  levels. 
General  economic  conditions  should  be  improving  as 
the  economy  pulls  out  of  the  recession.  This  would 
strengthen  the  demand  for  table  eggs  but  hatching 
egg  production  may  show  little  increase.  Increased 
demand  could  bring  egg  producers  back  to  near  the 
break-even  position  during  the  first  half  of  1981,  if 
producers  do  not  continue  to  expand  production  as 
they  have  in  the  past  few  years.  Although  egg  pro- 
ducers will  likely  show  their  usual  negative  returns 
in  the  spring,  the  situation  should  be  improved  from 
this  year.

Breaking  Use  Up 

Eggs  broken  under  Federal  inspection  in  1980  have 
been  up  sharply.  From  December  30,  1979  to 
April  19,  1980,  shell  eggs  broken  totaled  213  million 
dozen,  11  percent  above  the  192  million  broken  in 
the  comparable  period  during  1979.  While  liquid, 
frozen,  and  dried  production  were  all  up,  production 
of  frozen  egg  products  was  up  much  less  than  the 
other  categories.  Frozen  egg  products  produced  dur-

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ing  December  30  -  April  19,  1980  totaled  98  million 
pounds,  compared  with  94  million  a  year-earlier. 
Liquid  products  increased  10  percent  and  dried  pro- 
ducts were  up  22  percent. 

The  larger  number  of  eggs  broken  has  resulted  in 
increased  cold  storage  stocks.  Stocks  of  frozen  egg 
products  as  of  May  1  were  up  8  percent  relative  to 
year-ago  levels.  However  in  1979,  shell  egg  prices 
were  relatively  strong  resulting  in  less  breakings. 
The  relatively  low  shell  egg  prices  will  result  in  con- 
tinued larger  breakings  in  coming  months. 

USDA  Purchases  Dried  Egg  Mix 

USDA  has  purchased  nearly  2.2  million  pounds  of 
dried  egg  mix  for  distribution  to  needy  families  and 
supplemental  food  programs.  In  1979,  USDA  pur- 
chased 1.4  million  pounds  under  this  program  and 
about  5.6  million  for  the  school  breakfast  program. 
Shipments  are  to  be  made  during  the  last  half  of 
June.  On  May  20,  USDA  announced  its  intention  to 
buy  approximately  4  million  pounds  of  dried  egg  mix 
for  use  in  child  nutrition  programs. 

BROILERS 

Broiler  production  was  up  in  the  first  quarter  of 
1980  and  is  expected  to  continue  above  year-earlier 
levels  in  the  second.  However,  prospects  are  for 
reduced  output  in  July-December.  Ample  supplies  of 


pork,  possibly  additional  nonfed  cattle  slaughter,  and 
reduced  consumer  buying  power  will  combine  to  lim- 
it broiler  price  increases  in  coming  months. 

Production  to  Decline 

Broiler  production  increased  7  percent  in  the  first- 
quarter  of  1980  from  year  ago  levels.  Weekly 
slaughter  and  chick  placement  reports  indicate 
broiler  production  may  exceed  1979  levels  through 
May.  However,  weekly  broiler-type  eggs  set  have 
been  below  year-ago  levels  since  mid-March  suggest- 
ing that  June  output  may  only  match  last  year  and 
result  in  second-quarter  production  being  up  about  2 
percent  over  last  year. 

Placements  of  broiler-type  pullet  chicks  in 
hatchery  supply  flocks  was  17  percent  below  year- 
ago  levels  in  March-April.  However,  cumulative 
placements  of  pullets  7-14  months  earlier  show  the 
flock  continuing  above  year-ago  levels  until  August. 
The  main  limitation  of  using  the  cumulative  place- 
ments is  they  do  not  take  culling  rates  into  con- 
sideration. Thus,  the  hatchery  supply  flock  could 
drop  below  1979  levels  earlier  than  indicated  by 
cummulative  placements. 

First  quarter  slaughter  of  heavy-type  mature 
chickens  has  been  about  100,000  head  more  than 
replacement  pullets  added  to  the  hatchery  supply 
flocks  5  to  6  months  previous.  Thus  broiler  producers 
have  begun  to  cut  hatchery  supply  flocks.

The  reduced  hatch  of  broiler  chicks  in  recent 
weeks  and  the  reduced  placements  in  the  hatchery 
supply  flocks  indicate  producers  are  planning  to 
reduce  production  in  July-December.  Third  quarter 


output  may  be  down  slightly  but  output  this  fall 
could  be  3  percent  or  more  below  1979  levels. 

Broiler  Prices  To  Continue  Below  Breakeven 

First  quarter  9-city  wholesale  broiler  prices  aver- 
aged 43  cents  per  pound,  about  2  cents  under  the 
estimated  cost  of  producton.  Since  prices  during 
April  and  May  prices  have  been  below  the  first  quar- 
ter levels,  broiler  producers  will  probably  have  larger 
losses  in  the  second  quarter.  In  fact,  broiler  produc-

ers  will  probably  be  operating  at  a  loss  throughout 
most  of  1980  even  with  lower  production.  The  weak 
economy  plus  large  supplies  of  other  meat  competing 
for  the  consumer's  dollar  will  hold  prices  down. 
Second  quarter  9-city  broiler  prices  are  expected  to 
average  near  40  cents  per  pound.  Third  quarter 
prices  could  strengthen  slightly  if  producers  decrease 
output  but  still  average  only  42  to  45  cents. 

Broiler  Prospects  for  Fourth  Quarter  1980 

Farmers'  planting  intentions  as  of  April  1,  indi- 
cate increased  corn  plantings,  but  soybean  plantings 
may  be  down  less  than  1  percent  from  1979.  With 
favorable  weather,  feed  supplies  should  remain 
ample  with  prices  up  slightly  from  year-earlier  lev- 
els. However,  increased  transportation  costs  will 
push  up  the  delivered  price  of  corn  and  soybean 
meal.  In  addition,  other  production  inputs  will  con- 
tinue to  rise  from  1979  levels. 

Consumer  demand  for  broilers  is  not  expected  to  be 
particularly  strong.  Plentiful  supplies  of  competing 
meats  and  less  real  income  are  likely  to  hold  fourth 
quarter  wholesale  prices  in  the  41-to  44-cent  range  if 
output  is  around  2  to  4  percent  below  October- 
December  1979. 


3.9  Billion  Broilers  Raised  in  1979 

The  number  of  broilers  produced  in  the  1979  mark- 
eting year  (December  1,  1978  -  November  30,  1979) 
was  a  record  3.94  billion,  9  percent  above  1978.  The

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21  major  producing  States  accounted  for  3.84  billion 
birds,  also  up  9  percent. 

The  top  three  broiler  producing  states,  Arkansas, 
Georgia,  and  Alabama  showed  percentage  increases 
of  11,  6  and  12  respectively.  These  States  together 
account  for  44  percent  of  the  birds  produced.  Michi- 
gan, Nebraska,  Virginia,  and  Tennessee  all  showed 
increases  of  20  percent  or  more. 


Turkey  Prices  To  Stay  Low 

Abundant  supplies  of  turkeys  and  other  meats, 
plus  a  weak  economy,  will  keep  turkey  prices  well 
below  year-ago  levels.  First  quarter  young  hen  tur- 
key prices  at  New  York  averaged  59  cents  a  pound, 
about  11  cents  below  a  year  earlier.  Large  pork  sup- 
plies also  put  downward  price  pressure  on  prices  of 
turkey  deli  items  and  turkey  hams. 


TURKEYS 

Turkey  production  will  show  another  large 
increase  in  1980.  However,  turkey  prices  will  be 
below  the  past  2  years.  Stocks  of  turkeys  in  cold 
storage  continue  large,  holding  down  prices. 

1980  Production  Still  Higher 

First  quarter  1980  Federally  inspected  turkey 
slaughter  was  up  38  percent  from  1979.  The  number 
of  birds  slaughtered  was  up  39  percent  but  average 
weight  was  lower.  Output  will  continue  well  above 
1979  through  third  quarter  1980.  However,  poults 
hatched  in  April  and  eggs  in  incubators  on  May  1 
indicate  fourth  quarter  output  may  be  about  the 
same  as  year  ago  levels.  Although  turkey  producers 
are  beginning  to  slow  production,  calendar  year  1980 
production  could  be  10  percent  above  1979. 

Cold  Storage  Stocks  Large 

Turkey  storage  stocks  on  May  1  totaled  203  mil- 
lion pounds  59  percent  higher  than  a  year-earlier 
and  the  highest  May  1  stock  level  since  1974.  With 
continued  large  production  through  the  summer, 
stocks  at  the  beginning  of  the  main  marketing 
period  (October-December)  will  be  well  above  a  year 
earlier.

First  quarter  1980  turkey  exports  rose  37  percent. 
While  shipments  to  U.S.  territories  also  increased 
during  the  quarter. 

The  types  of  turkey  exported  have  shifted  slightly 
in  1980  with  more  whole  ready  to  cook  turkeys 
exported.  In  the  first  3  months  of  1980,  turkey  parts 
represented  50  percent  of  all  turkey  exports,  com- 
pared with  84  percent  during  January-March  1979. 

Eggs  and  egg  products  exported  totaled  29.3  mil- 
lion dozen  (shell  equivalent)  in  the  first  quarter  of 
1980;  a  66  percent  increase  from  year-earlier  levels. 
The  largest  increase  was  in  shell  eggs,  up  90  percent 
to  15  million  dozen  from  7.9  million  dozen  in  1979. 
Table  eggs  exported  represented  7.9  million  dozen  in 
first  quarter  1980,  up  176  percent  from  year-ago  lev- 
els. 

Young  chicken  exports  totaled  104  million  pounds 
during  the  first  quarter,  up  15  percent  from  a  year 
earlier  even  after  suspending  contracts  with  the 
Soviet  Union.  Exports  of  other  chicken  were  down  42 
percent  from  year-ago  levels.  Canned  chicken  exports 
increased  38  percent. 

Exports  of  baby  chickens  increased  11  percent  in 
the  first  quarter  of  1980  over  1979  with  almost  all  of 
the  increse  in  non-breeding  stock.  Exports  of  turkey 
poults  were  down  71  percent  from  year-earlier  levels. 

More  Poultry  and  Eggs  Used  in  1979 

Consumption  of  poultry  and  eggs  increased  in 
1979.  Total  per  capita  consumption  of  poultry 
increased  8  percent  to  a  record  61.6  pounds.  On  a 
retail  weight  basis,  this  was  3.5  pounds  less  than 
pork.  Young  chickens  and  turkey  consumption  both 
increased  9  percent  while  other  chicken  was 
unchanged  from  a  year  earlier.  Young  chicken  con- 


sumption increased  4  pounds  per  person  to  48.5 
pounds.  Other  chicken  'mostly  culled  from  laying 
flocks)  was  unchanged  at  3  pounds  per  person. 

Turkey  consumption  increased  to  10.1  pounds  per 
person  while  production  was  up  12  percent.  With 
consumption  only  up  9  percent,  turkey  stocks  were 
increased  as  military  use  rose  but  exports  remained 
the  same  as  in  1978. 

Per  capita  egg  consumption  increased  by  more 
than  over  5  eggs  in  1979.  This  was  the  second  yearly 
increase  after  decreases  from  1972  to  1977.  Use  of 
shell  eggs  increased  more  than  total  use  because 
eggs  moving  into  breaking  channels  were  down. 

Per  capita  red  meat  consumption  decreased  about 
2  pounds  (retail  weight  basis)  in  1979  from  1978. 
Poultry  accounted  for  29  percent  of  red  meat  and 
poultry  consumption  which  was  209.2  pounds  per 
person.  In  1975  and  1976,  poultry  accounted  for  25 
percent  of  the  total. 

Higher  1979  Gross  Income  From 
Poultry  and  Eggs 

The  total  gross  income  from  the  production  of 
poultry  and  eggs  during  the  1979  marketing  year 
(December  1,  1978  -  November  30,  1979)  was  $8.7 
billion,  up  11  percent  from  1978.  Unlike  the  previous 
year  when  only  broiler  and  turkey  income  rose,  gross 
farm  income  was  up  for  eggs,  broilers,  turkeys,  and 
chickens  other  than  broilers. 

The  share  of  total  gross  farm  income  from  produc- 
tion of  poultry  and  eggs  generated  by  broilers  was 
down  almost  1  percent.  Total  production  of  broilers 
increased  but  the  liveweight  equivalent  price  was 
down.  Turkeys  turned  in  a  similar  performance.  Eggs 
and  nonbroiler  chickens  were  unusual  in  that  pro- 
duction increased  as  well  as  price.
